Tom Welsh, who trains the horsea which race in 
the name of Mayor Fleischmann, of Cincinnati, 
arrived last Friday after a short visit to his native 
parish in Ireland. Three months ago Mr. Welsh 
thought he never could get back to Ireland soon 
enough, or have the privilege of staying there long 
enough, but, once there, he soon discovered that 
places in the New World had charms which were 
undreamed of in contemplating the Old World. 
Therefore it is that his myriad of friends found him 
back in New York last Friday, although they had 
not expected to have the pleasure of greeting him 
until well along in the year. 

Such were their expectations and such were Mr. 
Welsh’s plans, but his love of the old sod was grati- 
fied more speedily than be believea to be possible, 
and he set out on his homeward way much earlier 
than he bad expected. 

“ I didn’t see any horses or any racing on the 
other side,” Mr Welsh said, ” and if I had I gness I 
would have still been convinced that we have the 
best horses and the best racing in the world right 
here in New York. It may be that England has 
some great horses, and I acknowledge the fact 
cheerfully. I have an idea, though, that here at 
home we have the best horses and the best racing 
to be found anywhere on the globe. Yon know that 
these people who go abroad and see a race or two 
in England or in France always like to come back 
and tell us of the great things that they have seen. 
Let ma say that the New Yorker never wants to go 
abroad to see anything great, because whatever 
there is in the world of amusement or of sport that 
is great is to be found right here. That is one of 
the reasons why I have no regret in having missed 
the racing season on the other side. Of course. I 
would like to have seen the racing on the other side 
if my duties would have permitted me to have gone 
abroad in time to do so, but having missed it, I 
don’t think I have any great cause for' sorrow. It 
may be that some day somebody will show me a 
greater horse than Commando, but just at present 
I believe Mr. Keene’s great colt was the best race 
horse that I ever saw or read of. Yon know that 
Blues, when at his best, was a pretty good horse, 
but Blues at his best eonld never make Commando 
gallop, nor could any other horse wo over saw.” 
Before leaving the other side Mr. Welsh bought 
from H. Eugene Leigh seven English-bred year- 
lings, These young horses will be shipped to this 
country shortly and will be prepared for this year’s 
racing. 

Little jockey Robbins is now going around at 
New Orleans with bis arm out of the sling that he 
has been wearing since he suffered a fracture some 
time ago. “I’m getting along fine,” said Robbins, 
“and expect to be riding again next week.” Rob- 
bins is a clean-cut, intelligent, well-mannered boy. 
He is strong for his age and v^eight, a fearless 
rider, and he will make a good jockey one of these 
days. In fact, he can more than hold his own with 
most of the boys riding at the Crescent City. 

Inventor, the four-} ear-old chestnut colt, by In- 
goldsby— Duchess Caroline, which was nosed out 
by Allan-a-Dale fur the last Kentucky Derby, has 
boon sold by Thomas W. Moore to Frank Van 
Meter. The price was given as $'»,500. Inventor 
had but one race last year, A few days after the 
Derby trainer John Rodegap found that he was in 
^ bad shape with a fever and he was taken to Lex- 
j ington from Churchill Downs and put on the shelf. 
He has completely recovered.

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Mr. W. 8. Fanshawe, who is a son-in-law of Mr. J. 
B. Haggin and who is drifting into racing at a 
pretty rapid gait, has a promising string of horses 
in charge of trainer W. Lakeland at Brighton 
Beach. Among them is the four-year-old Rosslyn, 
by Isinglass— Lucy Cross, by 8t. Simon. This horse 
was not broken nntil late in his career as a two- 
year-old, as Mr. Fanshawe paid a good price for 
him at the dispersal sale of Mr. Clarence Mackay’s 
stable in midsummer jf last year. Mr. Fanshawe 
also has Black Hussar, a full brother to that good 
but unfortunate racehorse Black Fox, which ran in 
the colors of Mr. A. Featherstore. 

A particularly promising horse in the string is 
the two-year-old brown filly by Childwick — Home- 
spun, which was bought at Sir J, Blundell Maple’k 
sale at the American Horse Exchange last mouth. 

Heno, which raced in Mr. Mackay’s colors last 
year and which was the hope of the east in the 
American Derby, is Mr. Fanshawe’s candidate for 
handicap honors, and Mr. Lakeland is confident 
that with a fair amount of consideration from the 
bandicapper he will give a good account of hiniself. 

Mr. Lakeland has a diversity of interests in his 
stable, training as he does for Mr. Fanshawe, Mr. 



J. B. Widener, of Philadelphia; Mr. W, L. Powers 
and Davy Johnson. If the reports of yearling trials 
may be accepted as true, Mr. Lakeland has a rare 
good colt in Mr. Johnson’s Jacquin, by Knight of 
the Thistle— Lady Alice. This youngster’s trials 
have been of the phenomenal order, and if he will 
only race up to them be will come pretty close to 
being the champion two-year-old of 1903. Of course 
neither trainer Lakeland nor owner Johnson is 
anxions to spread the fame of his colt, bnt at the 
same time either of them will nnblnshingly bear 
testimony of the great promise which he gives as a 
race horse. Jacqnin has been entered practically 
in every stake in which he is eligible, and should 
he realize the expectations of his trainer and bis 
owner New Yorkers will see in him a champion.
